The speech of Mr, Gladetone on the Boglish
budget, which we published lately, contains
muny suggestions worthy ol the eareful conside-
ration they are certamn 10 command, His pre-
sentation of the general tople of natlonal debta
ia very striking, and the tone of warning and
gloom with which he epoaks of the enormous
debir of the continental powers of Buorope, and
that or more than Ameriean hopefulness, and
slmost indilference with which he trests the
lmmenee debt of our Unlon, will be vory sig-
ficant to Lhose whe remember how, Iately, he
fpoke of the Unjon aa hopelessly divided,  The
change In Mr, Gladstone's tone feveals the cor-
responding change in the views of Europe as to
Americon 1esources and the soundness o! our
finunoos,

The iew hints he throws out as to the great
dapgers of England, and which were more fully
expounded, at least on one toplo, bfl My, Milt
in a recent specch, nlready become historical,
are tull of instruction and warning, The danger
ol England undoubtodly lies in her deficiency in
ngnicultural resources and the possible fatlure
of her mnes, Mr, ALll, takiog a careful and
scientific estimute, prophesies s Inllure of the
conl supply in three generations. Mr. (flag-
stone, aud, we betieve, a blghor authority, Sir
Roderick Murchison, doubt thisn dangerous
eveutunlity, and probably give the prottabvle
working of coal in Great Britain' n muel longer
lease o1 existence, Under any estimate, the
day of that foartul famine for English manofac:
ture—a coal Inmine—must coms, and at no vory
remote period.  When it does arrive, one great
source of the cheapneas of English manufac-
turcs will be drained, and a deerenae of produe
tion will ensue,  Yet one may well believe that
before that time the teeming Anglo-Saxon brain
will have invented or discovered some other
fource of torce besides the conl stored up inthe
Focks,

The history of the paet shows that no nation
can be long sate or prosperous without an
ample agriculiure. Commeree and manofoc.
tures are not enough. A couniry wusi be able
to feed itseil,

Engiand 1s fast losing her agriculture; her
supplies of food come more snd more from
abroad, and the little island 18 being given up
for mines, cattleraising, and pleasure-grounds.
This is a natural result of the immense protit of
her manulactures and commerce., Bne cannot
afford to cultivate the ground to o great decree,
Capitad finde o better investment and return in
other branches, Like Tyre or YVenloe or Amster-
dam, she is becoming the commerewl excnaneer
and manufacturer (or the whole world, without
her own imdependent agricoltural wealth, Bhe
i8 carrying out the theory of iree trade to its
most logical sequence,

Having mude her wenlth, nand leading the com-
merco 0F the world (s Mr, Gladstone says) by
her ability to produce more cheaply than any
other country —an ability given in great part by
her throwing off all restrictions from trade and
manufnetures, and thus securing every produet
at its chieapest rate and direeting capital in its
most productive channels—she now devotes
labor and capitul alone to that which pays the
best; getting her food from America and Russia,
who can supply it more cheaply than she, and
supplyiog them with fabrics, or tools, or ma-
chonery, or steamoers, which she ean best pro-
duce. The free-trader will argde that she will
pever starve for want ot food, because she can
always make that, to buy which food 14 raised,
more cheaply thay the food-raising countries;
and ghe will do this, not becanse she pays lower
wages (for her waees now are not low), but be-
canse freedom of trade and convenience ot coal
muke all the materinl, lmplements, and expenscs
ol labor cheaper thau else 4 here,

But the danger, to the outside observer, lios in
the poesibility of war, and her toreign supplies
bemng interrupted, and, above all, to the chunce
that the current« of eommeree may be changed,
and sghe, as was Venice or Amsterdam, be leit on
one side, and tinally to lose the carrying trade of
the world; with her pons closed by a strict
blockade, tamine might ensue, and with com-
merce gone und no agriculture, hnlt of ber wealth
would disappear,  But the free teader will claim
that a new era has come whth this great modern
principle; that free trade always insures o supply
ol whaiever the people eun buy, and that war
itsell’ wonld only be n temporary interruption
blockade-runnine beine able even to brng food
to & bluckaded island like Eogland, In modern
days, he would vege that superior commerse
does not depend on position or number of ports,
but on betue able 1o make the transport cheapar
than others, and on producing the most cheaply
what the world wnuts, While England, through
unrestricted trade, is uble to bulld gteamers, and
man and frelght them more aconomically than
America or Fraunce, she will possess the carryngz
trade of the ocean; and whi‘e she ean manuafme-
ture what all the world desive, al less price than
any other country, exchanges and commeree
will naturally eenfre in the little islind,

Still, thiugh the free trader may be right
economigally, politically it s \mportant Tor
eich untion to have a diversity of pursuits,
and to be as independent as possible of other
nations.

Mr, Glndstone may well be elated at the vast
and incredible development of wealth In (Great
Britgin—a development which is i part an
cfleot of the very measures he 18 recommending
—1lhe constant lilting of burdens from trade,
Me ventures, even with the stromg desire to
begin a more palpable leggening of the nationsl
debt, 1o sugeest the taking off of certain taxes
ou lovelgu luxuries—kuowing that Briush con-
sumption of these may devolop a demuand for
British prodicts in those countries, and that,
at all events, he will be lightening the burdens
on enjoyment, which means giving o greater
reward to labor,

We trust that our own Bnances will justify his
favorable eatimate, and that |l}(-?' will be, as he
BAvE, an “instructive exsmple” to Eiropean
Governments,

fleet are likewl e soon to be made,

If the war shbuid be protracted, several of the
other Republics may yet be expected to Joln the
allinnce,  President Mosquers ig supposed Lo
fnvor such n step, and he has boueht, while In
England, four war vessels and larze (uantitios
of ammuuition. In Venezuela, }lopula.r sentl-
maent expressed itself most decidedly in favor of
the allisnce, and it was hoped that Congress
wonld decide In tavor of I, atter the arrival at
the capital of Muisbnl Falcon, the late Prosi.
dent.  Even the Presidont of the Argentioe le-
publie, Mitre, whom Chillan papers bad repro-
sented as, at lenst, indifferent to the ouuse of
union, has declared that Lie has boen misrepre-
seoted, and that the condnuance of the Para
guayan war is the only cause for < pon-pari-
cipation in the struggle,

While all these circumstances point to a pro
Lubly larger increase ot theflorces of the allios
than that of the forces of the Spaniards, the con:
tinuanee of the war greatly promotes the iden
of a permanent unton of the Bouth American
republics, The most important bwf yet tnkon
townrds this end Is o proclunation by Presidont
Melgarejo, ot Holivia, one of the most energetic
promoeters of the wdes of a nnion, conferring the
right of citizenship upon natives of oiher South
Amertean States who reside in Bolivia, It js bes
lieved that goon an attempt will be made to
unite all the republics of Bouth and Central
Anenos In o coptederacy sbaped after that of
Getany,

The Two Muddles—The Fenian and the

Mexican.
From the Hevald,

The quarrel among the Fenian factions in this
couniry, instead of belng arranged and sottled
by the srrlval of Head Contre Stepbens, hasonly
gene on from bad to worse, The whole alluir
is now n more Iuexphbicable plight than ever be-
fore. On the top of it all comes the report that
one of the principal officinis at Union Square
has been furnishing (he British Government with
regular monthly reports ol all the movements
and plans of the Fenian organization., This new
phase of Féplanism must elther bring the whole
afigir into contemipt or force the leaders into the
execution of some desperate movement to regain
their prestige and keep up the supply of lunds
in the shape of ‘voutributions, But “while the
Irieh republie i8 (hus going down and bids fawr
t soon be forgotten, the publie is furnished
with a new excitement in regard to the Mexi-
onn republic, which is just aisuming counsidera-
ble importance. The quarrel amone the Mexi-
can factions fudicates that the republicans of
that country have been intused with new life,
and are m a luir way of dolog some!hing lor
themeclves and accomplishing important re-
sultg, il they do vot allow their personal feuds
to destroy their cause,

Since the positive stand taken by the Admin-
irtration in behnlt of the principle of the Mouroe
doctrine, and the promise of Napoleon to with-
drew the French troops irom Mexico, the imnpe-
rial cause in Lhat country has been plupged into
about ns great a muddle as that of the Fenians,
The Mexicun letters which we pubhened on
Monday, describing the Inside scene® ol Maximi-
liun's Government, lead 1o this concluston. We
bave no doubt but that our correspondent made
out a8 good a case tor the Austrian Prince as 1t
WAk ‘.o.-.nblo under the eiroumstances, but it is
anyihing but cheering to the Mexican empive,
11 that s the best picture that can be drawn of
that side, then tue finsco of the Feninns is ouly
the counterpart of the failure of imyperinlism in
Mexico. The withholding Eutopeun troops and
supphes from Maximilian 18 eqoivalent to the
complete downiall of what there is leit of Muxi-
mihan's Government,

The decision of Attorney-General Bpeed, de-
cloring that guns snd smmanition could be sent
from ilils cofintry to Mexico, has opened the
way for the Liberals to abtain the large supply
of fmproved weapons ol warlure which had
been purchissed and were in 8an Francisco wiait-
ing 1or the decree ol the Attorney-General.
That supply has, no doubt, ere thils, beeu re-
celved at those Mexiean ports on the Pasitic
coust which the Taberals have retained under
their control through nll the difficuities of thos
Mexican muddio, With those weapons in the
buuds of the Juarez party, vhe Imperialists will
lind & more troubloome tusk than that ol cone
tending with the old fashioned war material thut
hag heretotore Leen brought against thewm,

In sodition to these importunt facts, our
Washinglon advices apprise us toat Mr. vamp-
bell, United Btates Minister to the Mexican re-
public, appointed by President Johnson, and
ru('uni_\- conbfirmed by the Benate, is now ut
Washington, recerving lns instructions (rom our
Government prior to bis departure tor his new
ficld of dutics, With the known positive views
ol Mr. Campbell in regard to upholdine the prin-
ciples of the Monroe doctrine and the policy ol
the present Admimstration 1 the same direc-
tion, with the unanimous seniiment of the Ame-
rican. people in sumport of that tiune-honored
prineiple, we are inclined to look upon the ap-
penrance of Mr, Cumpbell at the national capi-
tal at this particular Uwe as belng ol more than
ordinary importince. 1t probably means busi-
uess ol no minor charscter, The arrival of
Hunta Apng, and fhe extra aotivity of the Mexi.
CAnE I this country, as well as the friends of
the republie, all voint to the same conclusion.
From all of' these clrcumstances wo draw the
inference thal measures areé now being inangu-
rated that will not only settle this Mexican
muddle, but vind,eate the time-honored Monroa
doeirine, avd place the republic of Mexieo o0
more upon i (ect, leaving to Maximilian and
bis empire the ouly alternative of passing into
obeeurity along with the Feninn or Irish re-
pubiie.

rons would interfera to prevent the threatened
bombsrdment. Thuy had certuinly eome reason

of our fleets aud those of Great Britsin and the
United States, accompanied with decided ax-
pressions on the part of the latter that the viu-
aal mesaultopon the city would not be permat.

their pompous and etfete antagonist, Let them
fight it ont, Let the young champions ofgre-
publicaniem win thelr spurs, The “Invinecible
Armada” of Nunez hns recoived a lesson off Oal-
lao that can be repested as oceasion requires,
Only let our Commodores and Ministers 11 that
viciiity hold their tongues and keep their pens
idle, It 1% nvery pretty quarrel as it stabde,
and the best men will win all the sooner 1o the
absenee of all officious intermeddbng. At all
events, let not onr naval busvhodies betray tae
allies nto aputhy by promises of assistance
never to be redeemed.
